The war of the cotton farm ers for 
independence has not resulted in im ­ 
mediate victory and the Eagle warned 
the farmers when they began it that 
this would probably be so. 
W hat they 
want now is the nerve and determina­ 
tion to keep up the fight. 
If they will 
do this, ultim ate victory is as certain 
as that there is a God who rules over 
the destinies of men. 
The warning of the Eagle last fall 
was based on a knowledge of the 
powerful forces that were sure to be 
united against (he farmers*, chief of 
which* is the financial and political 
power of the New York cotton ex- 
change. 
A few facts are sufficient to 
demonstrate the truth of this asser­ 
tion; 
In 1906 the cotton bears hammered 
down the price till they got tho bulk 
oi the crop at 9 to l l cents, and as 
soon as this was accomplished tho 
[•rice went up to fifteen cents. 
As 
result the speculators 
pocketed 
m il­ 
lions which justly belonged to the mi­ 
mers. 
The crop of I a07 was 2 
12 
million bales less than that of 1*06, 
the price in May and June had been 
7 % pence (equal to 16 cents) in the 
leading European markets, and 
ail 
the circumstances justified the farm­ 
ers in demanding that they be paid 
the full value of their product. 
B u t as 
“boon as their determination to do so 
was announced the enemy got busy. 
Fraudulent statistics were manufao 
tured, bogus contracts were made, and 
venal newspapers were hired to pub­ 
lish broadcast what well informed peo­ 
ple know to be false. 
B y such means 
theretofore they 
have always 
been 
able to control the price, but still the 
farm ers stood firm. 
Resolved to win 
no m atter at what cost, the bears con­ 
spired with other equally corrupt and 
and selfissh influences to bring on the 
panic. 
It was this that staggered the 
farmers. 
Such is the situation in a nutshell ! 
Now what are the farmers going to 
do? 
lf they give up the fight they 
must content themselves to be dictat- ; 
cd to for at least another generation. 
Put, as the Eagle said in the begin-1 
ning, they w ill win if they have the 
nerve and stamina to keep up the 
fight, 
lf they are determined to do j 
so, the time has com e to assume tile 
aggressive— to carry the war into the 
enemy’s country.

an I 
determined effort they 
can 
destroy 
the stronghold known as the 
New 
York cotton exchange. 
This would 
end the war, but until this is don-* 
there will never be peace.

ANARCHIST AFTER SHIPPY 


Individual Attacks Official and 
Son at Residence. 


ASSAILANTJSHOT TO DEATH 


Party Goes Into Room Where Head of 
Chicago Police Department and His 
Boy Were Alone, Being Both Foiled 
and Losing His Life. 


Chicago, M arch 2.— An unsuccessful 
atte m p t was m ade to assassinate Chief 
ot Police Shippy a t his residence Mon­ 
day morning. A m an entered the Ship­ 
py home, going into a room where the 
chief and Harry, his son, were alone. 
The m an handed the chief a letter, 
which the official opened and began 
to read. 
Almost im m ediately the visi­ 
tor drew a revolver and fired a t H arry 
Shippy. 
The boy fell, badly wounded. 
to the floor and his father grappled 
with the assailant. Jam es Foley, a se r­ 
vant, a ttrac ted by the shooting, ru sh ­ 
ed to his em ployer’s aid. 
As the ser­ 
vant entered the room the anarchist 
broke from the chlef’-s grasp, aimed 
at and shot Foley twice. 
Again the 
chief closed with the man, and the 
latter turned on him with a knife. 
Shippy attem pted to grasp the weapon 
and received a deep cut on a hand. 
T he police official then succeeded in 
reaching his own revolver, and poured 
shot after shot into the woud-be a ssa s­ 
s in ’s body. 
Every bullet took effect, 
and the arareh ist fell to the floor dead. 
The attack on the chief is believed 
to have been inspired by the recent ac­ 
tivity of the Chicago police, following 
the killing of the Rev. l^eo Heinrichs, 
the Roman Catholic priest, who was 
shot by an an arc h is t at Denver. 
N ew ! of the shooting in Chief Ship- 
py's home reached the police d ep art­ 
m ent when a request was sent to n e ar­ 
by station for an am bulance.
